Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (IVIPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview IVIust be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representatives, the examiner and his supervisor 
discussed the current rejections of record. Specifically applicants continued to argue that their specification did support 
applicants claim to a mutant Tne DNA polymerase comprising the double mutation at position Arg722 and Phe730, in 
which these positions were substituted with any amino acid other than that which naturally occurred in each position. 
The examiner argued that applciants specification only supported those specific double mutants of Arg 722 and 
Phe730 in which Phe 730 was changed to either tyrosine or alanine, as exemplified in examples 14 and 17 of 
applicants specification. The examiner argued that these species did not adequate support the claimed genus. 
Applciants pointed to various places in their specification, as summarized in the previously submitted brief (8/17/2004) 
on page 7. After some discussion, the examiner agreed to present applciants case to a TC OAS. After presenting 
applicants and the examiners position to TC OAS Brumbeck, the following day, it was decided that the rejection should 
be withdrawn, which the examiner agreed to do. This was communicated to applicnats representative, Bernadette 
Perfect, on 5/14/2008, via voice mail. 

The basis of the remaining rejections under 112 first paragraph for a lack of written description and lack of enablement 
were also briefly discussed on 5/13/2008, as being based upon the use of the terminology "comprising a 
modification..." as this limitation opened up the claimed genus of mutants such that the genus was excessively broad, 
such that it was not enabled or described. Applciants agreed to take this into consideration and attempt to correct this..
